MINUTES OF FIRST SESSION OF THE HOLSTON 
ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 

0 

MORNING SESSION. 

Knoxville, Tenn., Nov. €7, 1824. 
The Conference was opened by Bishop Roberts, with read- 
ing a portion of Scripture, singing and prayer. 

MeiMBER.s Present — John Tevis, David Adams, Lewds S. 
Marshall, John Craig, David Cumming, Wm. S. Manson, 
John Kelley, John Bowmtin, Jesse Cunningham, George 
Ekin. 

John Tevis was chosen Secretary. 

The hours of 9 o’clock, a. m., and half-past 2, p. M., were 
fixed for commencing each session, and the hours of 1 and 5 
for adjournment. 

The hours of 11 A. m., 3 P. m., and at night, for preaching 
during Conference; and David Adams, John Haynie and 
George Atkin were selected as a Committee to appoint the 
preachers. 

Wm. S. Manson, Wm. P. Kindrick and David Adams were 
appointed Stewards. 

The sum of Fifty Dollars was received from brother Thos. 
Rockhold, of Blountville, as a donation, made at the request 
of his wife, who died the 7th day of September, 1824, for the 
benefit of the Holston Conference. For which the Confer- 
ence vote their thanks to brother Rockhold and direct the 
Secretary to signify the same to him. 
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A letter from the Book Agents to the Bishops was read to 
the Conference, giving information of the amount to be 
drawn from the Book Concern and Charter Fund. 

A draft was made upon the Book Concern for $150 and 
upon the Charter Fund for $80. 

Jesse Cunningham, William P. Kindrick, David Adams 
and John Craig, were appointed a committee to examine the 
graduates. 

The following rules were read and adopted for conducting 
the business of the Holston Annual Conference : 

1. The President having taken the chair, he shall cause a 
portion of the sacred Scripture to be read, a hymn sung and 
prayer offered; after which the journal of the preceding day 
shall be read and corrected. 

2. The President shall bring forward the business of Con- 
ference agreeably to the order prescribed in our Discipline. 

3. Whenever a motion is made and seconded, it shall be 
open for discussion and disposed of before another is made. 

4. Any member wishing to speak, shall arise and address 
the President, and should two or more members arise at the 
same time the President shall determine which shall speak 
first. 

5. No member shall be permitted to speak more than twice 
on any one subject, unless by permission of the Conference, 
and not more than fifteen minutes at once. 

6. Any member wandering from the subject, or casting 
personal reflections, shall be called to order by the President. 

7. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
room more than fifteen minutes at any one time without 
permission. 

8. No person shall be present when the Conference is 
sitting but by permission of the Conference. 

9. No member shall prefer a charge against another with- 
out having given him previous notice. 

10. All the members of the Conference shall give their 
votes unless excused for special reasons. 

The Conference votes that all the preachers present, local 
and traveling, be permitted to sit in the Conference room as 
spectators. 

The characters of Elbert F. Sevier, Isaac Easterly and 
Creed Fulton, were examined and they were continued on 
trial. 

Felix Parker was discontinued. 

The characters of James Camming and John Bradfield 
were approved, and they were elected to Elder’s orders. 
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The characters of Jacob Hearn, James G. H. Speer, John 
Kelley, David Cumming, Thos. J. Brown, Abraham Overall 
and William Patton, Deacons, w'ere examined and approved. 

The characters of John Tevis, David Adams, Lewis S. 
Marshall, Thos.. Stringfield, Wm. S. Manson, Josiah Daughty 
and John Bowman, Elders, were approved. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The Conference proceeded to examine those who were 
recommended for admission into the traveling connection. 

William Senter, David Fleming, John Henly, Branch 
Merrimon, Robert J. Wilson and Lewis Jones, were admitted. 

George Atkins, a local preacher, who was duly recom- 
mended for Elder’s orders, was elected. 

Benj. Abernathy, George Real, Wm. Goodman, George 
White, Lewis Jones, and Wm. P. Quinn, local preachers, 
Avere elected to the office of Deacon. John Russom, who 
Avas recommended, Avas not elected. 

The character of John Craig, an Elder, w^as taken up, and 
Avhile under examination, the Conference adjourned.

MONDAY MORNING SESSION. 

The examination of the character of brother Craig re- 
sumed. It was moved and seconded that brother Craig be 
reproved by the President, Avhich carried, and his character 
passed. 

The Stewards reported to Conference the amount of the 
public collection taken up yesterday, Avdiich Avas $19.48|. 

It Avas moved and seconded that if there be any surplus in 
the hands of the delegates of the last General Conference 
Avho Avent from East Tennessee, that it be put into the hands 
of the SteAvards of this Conference, to be appropriated by 
them. 

The character of Jesse Cunningham was examined and 
approved. 

Lewis S. Marshall asked for a location, which was granted. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The character of Geo. Ekin was examined and approved. 

Jonesborough was appointed as the place for the next ses- 
sion of the Conference, to commence on the 20th day of 
October next, 1825. 
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TUESDAY MORNING SESSION. 

Paxton Gumming and Goodson McDaniel were admitted 
on trial. 

George Horn was readmitted into the traveling connection. 

The following graduates were examined and admitted into 
full connection and elected to Deacon’s orders : Isaac LeAvis, 
Josiah R. Smith, William Gumming, James Y. Grawford, 
Josiah Rhoton, Francis Owen and Edward T. Peery. 

James D. Harris not being present, Avas continued on trial. 

The Gonference adjourned until half-past G o’clock in the 
evening.

Adams, are appointed a committee for that purpose. 

The Conference repommended to the Episcopacy, Francis 
A. Owen as a proper person to be sent to the Cherokee mis- 
sion, if it be found necessary to appoint one for that purpose 
from this Conference. 

Conference adjourned until to-morrow morning, sunrise. 
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WEDNESDAY MORNING— SUNRISE. 
Conference met according to adjournment. 

The character of Abraham Still, Elder, examined and 
approved. 

The character of Robert Kirkpatrick was examined and 
he continued on trial. 

It was moved and seconded that the Conference express 
their thanks to Mr. Hugh M. A. White, through brother 
Cunningham, for the use of the house with which he favored 
us for the session of our Conference. 

The Conference vote their thanks to the citizens of Knox- 
ville for their hospitality and attention during the session of 
our Conference, and' request that brother Atkins insert the 
same in his paper. 

The Conference vote their thanks to the Bishop and Secre- 
tary for their strict attention to the duties assigned them.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND 
PERIODICALS. 

The Committee on Books and Periodicals beg leave to 
present the following report : 

An examination of the Annual Exhibit of the Southern 
Methodist Publishing House, furnish the gratifying informa- 
tion that prosperity still smiles upon our interest in this 
department of Christian enterprise. A comparison of assets 
and liabilities show a balance in favor of the House of three 
hundred and six thousand, seven hundred and one dollars 
and fifty-five cents ($306,701.55.) The Agent has worked 
with characteristic energy, and the Church has rallied to his 
assistance with commendal)le earnestness and zeal. While 
this is true to a great extent, we are not unconscious of the 
fact that a large part of the Church shares no part of this 
honor, and realizes no benefit from the distribution of the 
healthful, religious literature the Publishing House affords. 
The reports from the different charges that have come into our 
hands show the mortifying fact that in many of the charges 
none of the books of our own publication have been sold. 
Agents for other books are in many parts of the country 
selling books at higher prices and of much less intrinsic value 
than the literature our House will furnish. We believe that 
with a little energy on the part of our preachers the amount 
of books sold the past year may be doubled the year to come. 
Two thousand, four hundred and seventy-one dollars and 
forty-seven cents, is the amount our people have spent for 
books the past year. When we remember that we have a 
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white membership of thirty-seven thousand, five hundred and 
ninety-four persons, who must read our literature we are 
impressed with the fact that there is yet much to be done in 
this department of Christian labor. The figures show that 
just three hundred and thirty-six copies of the Nashville 
“Advocate” visit the thirty-seven thousand Southern Metho- 
dists of the Holston Conference. This is but little more 
than half the number donated to two Districts of the 
Conference in our times of trouble. Have preachers and 
people forgotten their obligations as members and ministers 
of Southern Methodism? True it is that other papers 
devoted to the interests of Southern Methodism, to the 
number of two thousand, six hundred and seventy-seven, 
circulate among us. But they are individual enterprises and 
consequently of secondary interest. We are bound by the 
strongest obligations to labor first for the support of our own 
church organ, which has for years been recognized as the 
only organ of our Conference. If we meet these obligations ; 
as we should your Committee is persuaded that the hundreds j 
of copies of the “Christian Advocate” now taken in our j 
bounds will soon be multiplied to thousands. We present 
the following resolutions : | 

1. That we will renew our endeavors to circulate the books 
of our own publication among our people, that they may have 
a part in relieving the Publishing House of all embarrass- 
' ment, and at the same time secure for themselves and their 
families the best religious literature. 

I 2. That we take pleasure in recommending the “Christian 
Advocate,” published at Nashville, Tenn., as the organ of 
the Church, as the organ of the Holston Conference, and as 
having claims upon our patronage that no other paper can 
supercede or annul. 

3. That in so far as is consistent with the duties and 
obligations above set forth the “Holston Methodist” and the 
“Holston Advocate” are worthy of the continued confidence j 
and support of our people. !

Your Committee, to whom the Bible Cause was referred, 
beg leave to submit the following report : 

We regret that we have been able to gain but little informa- 
tion on the subject, especially from our brethren in charge of 
the various Stations, Circuits and Missions within our I 
Conference. ! 
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We, however, call your attention to the following facts and 
figures, obtained from Rev. W. B. Rankin, Agent of the 
American Bible Society for Middle and East Tennessee. 

At least one-third of the counties of East Tennessee have 
neither Bible Societies for the circulation of God’s Word, 
nor depositories where copies of the Scriptures may be 
obtained by the destitute. 

Your Committee are pained to learn from the same source 
that there is great destitution in those unfavored localities. 
Not less than one-fourth of the families are without the 
word of light and life. 

The Agent also informs us that there is a great lack of 
interest even in the churches in efforts to forward this great 
and glorious work of giving the bread of life to famishing 
men and women, who, without it, must perish everlastingly. 

We, as a part of God’s sacramental hosts, feel, at least so 
far as we have the ability to remedy this deplorable state of 
affairs, that these things ought not so to be ; Therefore, 
be it 

Resolved. 1. That we reaffirm our devotion to the Bible 
cause. 

2. That we will heartily co-operate with the American 
Bible Society, through its authorized Agent, in its efforts to 
make the written word of God accessible to all the people. 

3. That our preachers in the discharge of their pastoral 
duties are required to satisfy themselves that those to whom 
they minister have the word of life, and that in so far as 
they have it not, they will use such means as may be within 
their power to procure it for them.

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On examination of these figures it is seen that the Sunday 
School strength of our Church, as compared with its member- 
ship is smaller than that of any of the Churches named. 
Certainly this is not flattering to us, nor complimentary, to 
the Sunday School enterprise and effort of our connection. 
It is some consolation to us that the Sunday School report 
of this Conference is better than the average report of the 
M. E. Church, South. Yet our members in Sunday Schools 
are not half what they should be ; not half what they would 
be under well-directed, persistent effort. 

The report of this year shows an increase over last year of 
4,190 scholars. 

The Wytheville District exhibits the largest Sunday School 
organization, and takes the largest number of the periodicals 
of the Church for Sunday Schools. The Athens District in 
proportion to numbers takes our Sunday School literature 
most liberally. The Knoxville District collected and 
expended the largest amount of money. Church Street 
Station, of this District, raised a larger amount of money 
than any other charge in the Conference ; its contribution 
exceded that of every Presiding Elder’s District except the 
Wytheville. One hundred and fifteen dollars was appro- 
priated by it to the Building Fund of the Church. It is 
worthy of mention that a girl of fourteen, a pupil of this 
school, made by her unaided labors, and gave, not less than 
S15. These things are mentioned not for invidious distinc- 
tions, but to show what results follow from lively interest 
and willing labor, and to provoke others to good vforks. 

Some pastoral charges in the Conference are reported 
either as having no school at all, or no school under the care 
of our Church. 

Your Committee would remind brethren having charge of 
these fields, that Methodist Sunday Schools are important 
helps to other church work, and commend to their considera- 
tion the rule of our Discipline, (page 122, sec. 5), as 
follows : 

“Let Sunday Schools be formed in all our congregations 
where ten children can be collected for that purpose. Let 
the Schools be under the control of our Church, and it is 
recommended that they use our own publications.” 

It is a fact much to be deplored, that less than one-third of 
the scholars in the Sunday Schools of our Conference use the 
Uniform Lessons issued by our Publishing House. 

If it is the duty of the Church to publish these papers, it 
is palpably the correlative duty of the Church schools to use 
them. They are faithful exponents of the Holy Scriptures, 
as interpreted by our best authorities. The system of 
Uniform Lessons is a marked advance on the former methods. 
It makes the School more wieldy ; it reduces the evils result- 
ing from irregularities ; it provides for concentrated effort ; 
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it focalizes thought ; it kindles an intense zeal and introduces 
a ^eater thoroughness and closer accuracy. 

The Holston Conference has now stroller reasons than 
ever before for using these publications. Dr. Cunnyngham, 
the newly appointed Sunday School Secretary, belongs to this 
Conference. We are acquainted with his life; we know of 
the purity of his character, his devotion to the Church, his 
talents, his attainments and his aptitude for this great and 
good work. We can afford not only to commend him most 
heartily to the brethren throughout the connection but in 
advance to endorse his work in the new place and to show 
our confidence in him by trippling in exertions to secure the 
uniform use of these publications in our Sunday Schools. 
Let us do this, endeavoring not only to increase our numbers 
but also the teaching power of our schools, ever endeavoring 
to commend to the young people consecrated lives, to win 
them to Christ, to train them for heaven. This should be the 
central purpose of the Sunday School. Failing in this the 
Sabbath School becomes a failure. 

In view of the statistics and of the suggestions made, your 
Committee recommend the adoption of the following reso- 
lutions : 

1. We will endeavor to make the number of our Sunday 
School scholars at least equal to that of our Church members. 

2. The Sunday School should receive the cordial sympathy 
and active support of all members of the Church. 

3. Spirituality and devotedness to Christ are the life of 
this work. 

4. More attention and importance should be given to the 
instruction of children in the Catechism. 

5. The Uniform Lesson system, issuing from the Publish- 
ing House at Nashville, is best adapted to our work and 
wants. 

6. We pledge to Dr. Cunnyngham our hearty support and 
co-operation in the service to which he has been called by the 
ChurcL

REPORT ON EDUCATION. 

The Committee on Education beg leave to report that they 
have had the subject under serious consideration ; and while 
they congratulate the Conference on its great advance in this 
department of church work, they have reason to regret that 
greater harmony and better methods do not obtain in our 
educational system. 

There are many vital questions which root themselves in 
this subject, well worthy our thoughtful consideration — ques- 
tions which touch the very life of the Church and the highest 
interests of our people ; but our limits will not allow us to 
enumerate, much less to discuss them. 

The subject of “right education” can never cease to he 
one of prime interest to every lover of his race ; and as a 
body of Cristian men we cannot ignore its claims without 
treason to the high trust committed to us. 

While, therefore, we should favor education in its broadest 
and best sense, wherever and by whomsoever employed, we 
are bound to special loyalty to the schools which have been 
born of the enterprise and liberality of our own people, and 
are the chosen instruments of the Church to carry out her 
own plans and purposes in this department of her work. 

A number of schools within our bounds have been reported 
to us, to which we will call your attention. 

EMORY AND HENRY COLLEGE, 

by its age, past achievements, and present status, richly 
deserves the continued confidence of this body, from which 
it sprang, and by whom it has been nurtured, and on which 
in turn it has cast its chastening and elevating influence. 

Its faculty embraces some of the best brains in the land, 
and its graduates adorn every profession in many of the 
States of this Union, attesting the fidelity and justifying the 
methods of instruction there employed. 

The present collegiate year has opened with 144 students ; 
42 from Virginia, 29 from Tennessee, 23 from Texas, 14 from 
Mississippi, 8 from Arkansas — the others from half a dozen 
other States, including Kentucky and Illinois. 

Seven of these young men are preachers, and others are 
looking to the ministry as their vocation. 
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The present senior class, twenty-six in number, is the 
largest in the history of the College, and it is a fact that we 
note with pleasure, that at no former opening was there so 
large a percentage of old students in attendance. 

Your Committee feel sure the Conference will heartily 
respond, when it is declared that Emory and Henry College 
has done and is doing too much toward the mental discipline 
and culture of many of its members, and the elevation of the 
body among our sister Conferences, for us to relax our efforts 
or abate our energies in its behalf. 

During last year $900.00 in tuition was remitted to min- 
isters’ sons and young men preparing for the active work.

MARTHA WASHINGTON COLLEGE, ABINGDON, VIRGINIA. 

The Trustees of this institution have reported through 
Maj. R. W. Jones, the President, many interesting and 
important facts touching its general condition. 

We have the most gratifying assurances that the College is 
winning its way to higher and still higher favor, and enlarg- 
ing its influence for good. 

It is to us a cause of profound gratitude that we are 
enabled to report a very marked improvement in the condi- 
tion and circumstances of this your Conference Female 
College. 

The labors of the year ending June 23d, 1875, w^ere crowned 
with gratifying success, the government of the school was 
easily and fully administered, the growth of pupils in solid 
and elegant acquirements and in true Avomanly character 
was notable. 

The faculty have been earnest, laborious and faithful. 

More than three thousand dollars were paid last session on 
the debts of the College, leaving liabilities of only about two 
thousand dollars above its good claims ; showing a rapid and 
large improvement in its financial status. 

The present session has opened more auspiciously than 
any previous one. There are in attendance 117 pupils — 84 
boarders. This shows an increase of patronage over the 
corresponding period of last year of more than fifty per cent. 

These gratifying results, it is believed, are mainly traceable 
to the following causes : 

1. The thorough scholarship and careful government of the 
Institution. 

2. The reduction of incidental expenses. 

3. The increase of public confidence in the ultimate success 
of the school. 
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In this institution the tuition is remitted to the daughters 
of traveling ministers and annually to five other young ladies 
who are esteemed worthy and are unable to pay. 

It is the purpose of the Joint Board and faculty to maintain 
a high standard of scholarship, and a safe, prudent govern- 
ment ; so that parents and guardians may have the highest 
assurance that their daughters and wards will be accurately 
taught and properly cared for. With proper and continuous 
effort on the part of the Conference and friends of this 
institution, its usefulness and prosperity may be yet still more 
enlarged and developed into one of the most magnificent 
interests of the Church. 

We respectfully recommend the appointment of the follow- 
ing visitors, viz : Jas. Atkins, sr., D. C. Miller, G. W. Miles, 
J. W. Dickey, J. H. Keith, Jno. A. Kelley, J. L. Buchanan,

SULUNS COLLEGE, BRISTOL, TENNESSEE, 

is brought to the notice of your Committee by a written 
report from its Trustees, and a verbal statement by its Presi- 
dent, Brother Sullins. The facts submitted show an 
improvement in patronage over last year of twenty per cent. 
Valuable additions have been made to the faculty this year 
by adding Rev. D. S. Hearon and wife — both graduates of 
our own institutions. The Trustees bear testimony to the 
industry and efiiciency of Dr. Sullins in building up the 
interests of this institution, and ask his appointment to the 
Presidency, and Rev. D. S. Hearon to a Professorship in the 
institution. We would respectfully ask that you grant their 
request. 

HIWASSEE COLLEGE 

was represented to your Committee by Rev. Bro. Brunner, 
President, who assures us it is going forward, though not as 
prosperously as could be desired, yet meeting a large educa- 
tional want of its patrons in this and adjoining States. 
Several young men who attend its instructions are preparing 
to take their place in the itinerant ranks, and one or more 
this year have joined hands with us, who have shared the 
benefits of that institution. 

Your Committee is informed that this institution has been 
“adopted” by your body, and that afterward the Athens 
District resolved to patronize it as their school for boys. 

T. Sullins, W. S. Saul, Dr. G. A. Long, W. W. Pyott, C. 
Long, J. M. McTeer, L. L. H. Carlock, W. W. Bays, J. W.

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WEAVERVILLB COLLEGE, 

situated in Buncombe county, North Carolina. Through Dr. 
Vandiver, Chairman of the Board of Trustees, we learn 
that the services of Dr. Kennedy, as President, have been 
secured and that the new enterprise opens auspiciously. 
They have quite a promising outlook, and hope to take an 
honorable position in the great work of scattering knowledge 
through the land. They respectfully ask the appointment of 
Dr. Kennedy to this position and we concur in the request. 

In addition to the foregoing there are a number of District 
schools, which in some form report to your committee, many 
of them asking the appointment of members of this body as 
principals. 

THE people’s COLLEGE, 

located in the Sequachee Valley, Tennessee, is represented 
as meeting a manifest and pressing want in that country ; as 
occupying property valued at $10,000.00, with a debt of 
$1,200.00 to $1,500.00, upon the payment of which, during | 
the present year, our Church may secure a title to the 
whole. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. J. P. Dickey, as 
Principal, and Brother S. Philips, as Agent. 

ATHENS DISTRICT FEMALE INSTITUTE, 
located at Sweetwater, Tennessee, is represented as in a 
prosperous condition, with sixty-five pupils, and occupying 
a property worth $5,000.00, unincumbered. We have 
assurances that the school has been well and efficiently 
conducted by Brother R. H. Parker and recommend his re- 
appointment. 

In addition to these we beg leave to state that the Abing- 
don District High School, at Hansonville, has been success- 
fully conducted by Brother Geo. A. Frazier, who is a popular 
teacher, and recommend his appointment to that school. 

The Morristown Female High School, under the direction 
of Rev. T. P. Summers, Principal, and R. A. Lowry, Pro- ! 
fessor, is in a prosperous condition, and vindicates its claims 
to patronage and confidence. It has been adopted by the ; 
Morristown District Conference. 

Besides we learn that District schools are organized and in I 
successful operation in Wytheville District, at Elk Creek ; 
in the Morristown District, at Jonesville ; in Chattanooga, 
at Ooltewah ; and one is soon to be opened in Knoxville Dis- 
trict, at Concord. 

We are also informed that the Jonesboro’ District has 
established a District Female High School at Blountville, 
Sullivan county, East Tennessee, with the Rev. R. T. Barton, 
a member of this body, as its principal, and we recommend 
the appointment of Brother Barton to the position of Princi- 
pal of said school. 
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By a resolution of your body, referred to this committee, 
you require of us to state the precise relation of the various 
schools to the Church. From information furnished, we beg 
to report that Emory and Henry and Martha Washington 
colleges are held by Trustees, for the M. E. Church, South, 
with such deeds as vest the property rights in the Church. 

But it is impossible with the lights before us to define the 
actual property relation of the other institutions ; therefore, 
in order to meet the ends contemplated in your resolution, 
we suggest the appointment of a committee consisting of 
F. W. Earnest, E. C. Reeves, Dr. E. E. Wiley, John B. 
Hoyle and C. W. Hicks, who shall, as far as possible, obtain 
the information desired, and report to this body at its next 
session. 

We further suggest the appointment of a committee con- 
sisting of C. Long, W. J. Hicks and the pastor of Strawberry 
Plains circuit, to look into the condition and the title of the 
property formerly known as Holston College, New Market, 
Tennessee. 

Resolved, That the subject of Christian Education in all 
its forms never had stronger claims upon the confidence and 
sympathy and support of our people than it now has. 

Resolved, That we do earnestly commend to the continued 
patronage of all our people the Colleges — male and female — 
belonging to and under the immediate control of our Confer- 
ence; and also the various District Conference Schools, 
organized and operated in the interest of general education 
within our bounds. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

Your Committee on Temperance beg leave to submit the 
following report: 

There is no question as to intemperance being a sore evil 
in our land, despoiling many an earthly paradise, filling our 
insane and idiotic asylums, crowding our prison houses, 
multiplying its dens of iniquity, and thrusting its thousands 
of paupers and helpless victims out of support and employ- 
ment, into the streets and highways, upon the cold charities 
of the world. This it does, but stops not here, but on and 
on it goes, .leaving in its poisonous trail ten thousand other 
woes, that swell the dark flood of human sorrow, while hell 
itself is peopled with its votaries. 

Ecclesiastical history establishes the truth that whenever 
and wherever intemperance, or the use of intoxicating liquors, 
as a beverage, is allowed and indulged in by the ministry or 
laity of the Church, that then and there the spiritual purity 
and power of the Church has departed. 
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It seems proper, m tiiis connection, to say that our Church 
statistics show that those Conferences in which the vote on 
the late temperance question manifested the greatest prefer- 
ence for the stricter “rule,” had, in a striking degree, the 
greatest success in advancing the Messiah’s kingdom, and 
vice versa; and we are happy to know that our beloved 
Holston preaches, votes and practices abstemiovsness, deem- 
ing it the only sure way to salvation from intemperance and 
its direful results. Temperance organizations and local option 
laws, in some sections of the Conference, are exerting a 
noticeable and praiseworthy influence in suppressing this 
scourge of humanity — these are gracious helps. 

We are satisfied, however, that the chief, if not the only 
successful, way to free humanity from the demon spirit of 
intemperance, is to wage a fierce and constant war upon it, 
and “through Christ which strengtheneth,” with the “sword 
of the Spirit,” from the pulpit, in the pastorate, and from 
the press, cut its bands asunder. 

Your Committee recommend the adoption of the following 
resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That we will set forth the sin of intemperance 
in the light of the Gospel throughout all our ministry. 

2. Resolved, That the preachers be urged to enforce the 
Discipline upon ofienders, in order that the light of purity 
and “temperance in all things” may adorn the Church, which 
should be as “a city that is set on a hill.”

$1,786.50, leaving outstanding, drafts amounting to $763.50,

on the Board for 1876. 

The assessments of the Board amount to S3, 931, which are 
published with assessments of Board of Finance. 

The report of Treasurer is arranged by the Assistant Sec- 
retary, by request, and the appropriations added up for each 
District. I could not well give the amount raised in each 
charge for Home and Foreign Missions, respectively, for 
want of room in the tables.

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MEMOIRS. 

Rev. John M. Crismond was born and reared in the city of 
Baltimore, Maryland. The precise time of his birth is not 
known. When quite a small boy, playing on the streets of 
Baltimore, he was picked up one beautiful Sabbath morning 
and led to the Sunday School and placed in a class of little 
boys, under a male teacher who felt a deep interest in the 
spiritual and temporal welfare of his pupils. In that school 
good impressions were made upon the mind of young Cris- 
mond, whose sentiments were corrected, habits formed, char- 
acter moulded and destiny shaped, not only for this short 
• life but the eternal future. This teaching resulted, under 
the heavenly influences of the Holy Spirit in a sound, clear 
and powerful conversion to God. He became a tailor by 
trade and continued this occupation until he was clearly con- 
vinced that God had called him to preach the Gospel. In the 
spring of 1836 he came to Abingdon, Va., was licensed to 
preach June 26th following, and was recommended to the 
Holston Annual Conference, for admission on trial, by the 
Quarterly Conference of the Abingdon Station, Oct. 2, 1837, 
was admitted at Madisonville in the same month, and ap- 
pointed to the Athens Circuit. The following were his fields 
of labor to the end of his useful life : Jonesville Circuit, 
1838; Knoxville Circuit, 1839; Pearisburg Circuit, 1840; 
Marion Circuit, 1841 ; Wytheville Circuit, 1842 ; Abingdon 
Circuit, 1843; Marion Circuit, 1844; Pearisburg Circuit, 
1845 ; Grayson Circuit, 1846, 1847 : Lebanon Circuit, 1848 ; 
Jefiersonville Circuit, 1849; Abingdon Circuit, 1850; Rogers- 
ville Circuit, 1851 ; Lebanon Circuit, 1852 ; Jonesboro Cir- 
cuit, 1853: Jefiersonville Circuit, 1854; Pearisburg Circuit, 
1855; Abingdon Circuit, 1856; Jonesboro Circuit, 1857; 
Estellville Circuit, 1858 ; Lebanon Circuit 1859 ; Rheatown 
Circuit, 1860 ; Princeton Circuit, 1861 ; Presiding Elder, 
Wytheville District, 1862 ; Wytheville Circuit, 1863 ; Grayson 
Circuit, 1864; Abingdon Circuit, 1865 ; Jeffersonville Circuit, 
1866 ; Pearisburg Circuit, 1867 ; Estellville Circuit, 1868;

Blountville Circuit, 1872 ; Seddon Circuit, 1873 ; Morristown 
Circuit, 1874. 

He was ordained Deacon, Nov. 15, 1840, at Lafayette, Ga., 
by Bishop Morris, and was ordained Elder, Oct. 8, 1843, at 
Abingdon, Va., by Bishop Morris. 

He was married to Miss Elizabeth Shannon, June 1, 1841, 
with whom he lived happily nearly 34 years. Nine children 
were the fruit of this union, two of whom preceded him to 
the Christian’s home. This faithful worker served his gener- 
ation by the will of God, for nearly 38 years, having culti- 
vated twenty different fields of labor for his Master, nineteen 
Circuits and one District. Nine of these he traveled one year ; 
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five of them two years, three of them three years, one of 
them four years and one of them five years. 

These demonstrate the faithfulness of the laborer. Most 
appreciated where best known. Most beloved where he staid 
the longest. His piety was of the best type, deep, solid, scrip- 
tural, unaffected. He made no compromise with the world, the 
flesh and the devil. He Avas very select in his reading. The Bi- 
ble was his first book, constant companion and study. After 
that he was fond of reading other good books Avhich led to 
the knoAvledge and love of God. 

He was reserved in conversation on general topics, but al- 
ways ready to converse Avith the most exalted, or the most 
humble persons on the subject of religion. He professed to 
love God perfectly and gave continual eAudence of the fact ; 
he preached it, prayed it, and lived it. 

During his sickness he Avas frequently Ausited by different 
brethren and friends, Avith Avhom he conversed freely and 
gave entire satisfiiction at all times as to his spiritual state, 
often rejoicing and exclaiming, “Salvation to God and the 
Lamb.” For better medical attention he Avas removed from 
the country to MorristoAvn, to the house of brother T. D. 
Murf, at Avhich place he closed his earthly career, in full 
possession of his intellectual poAvers and in the rich enjoy- 
ment of the' consolation of our holy religion, April 27, 1875. 
In his last utterances he had the rich legacy which Jesus be- 
queaths to all his faithful ser\"ants. Said he, “I have peace.” 
When speech had failed, at the request of a brother he lifted 
his hand in token of victory. Ordinarily he was not above 
mediocrity as a preacher, but always sensible, solid, edifying 
and at times overAvhelming. WM. Hicks,

Rev. George W. Martin was born in Wythe county, 
Va., Feb. 10, 1821. He professed religion and joined the 
Methodist E. Church, in his eighth year, being the first one 
of the family to become pious. When about 16 years old he 
was appointed the leader of his class. His heart being di- 
vinely impressed that it was his duty to preach the Gospel, 
he Avas in his tAventy-fifth year accordingly licensed by the 
now sainted Catlett. 

In 1815 he married Miss Rebecca Perkins, daughter of 
Timothy Perkins, of Grayson county, Va. She died in 
1857. In 1860 he Avas united in marriage with Miss N. J. 
Cox, daughter of Samuel Cox, of Sullivan county, Tennessee. 

In 1838 he was admitted on trial in the Holston Annual 
Conference and appointed to the Mechanicsburg Circuit, 
which he traVeled two years ; 1865 and 1866, he traveled the 
Princeton Circuit ; 1867 and 1868, he spent on the Watauga 
Circuit and the two following years on the Burnsville Circuit. 
In 1871 he Avas sent to the Asheville Circuit and remained 
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three years. At our last session he was returned to the Bakers- 
ville Circuit, which had formed a part of the Burnsville Cir- 
cuit while he traveled it. He entered upon his labors with the 
cheering prospect of being the honored instrument in the 
hands of God, of accomplishing great good among his old 
parishoners, loved and honored as he was, not only by them, 
but by all classes of the commmunity. In his public minis- 
trations he more than once gave utterance to a presentiment 
that he was nearing the end of his labors; that his life work 
was about to close. The land of Beulah, rose invitingly to 
the eye of faith and stray notes of melody from the bright 
beyond mingled as a sweet refrain with the soul’s glad 
harmony. 

His last public ministerial labor was performed in our 
church in Bakersville, on Tuesday night, March 30, 1875. 
On Wednesday afternoon while passing by Captain J. W. 
Bowman’s saw mill, he kindly stopped to assist in adjusting a 
band, which had been thrown from a wheel, but by some 
misstep he was thrown among the wheels and his head 
crushed mortally. He remained in an unconscious state un- 
til Friday morning, when reason was once more enthroned 
and he fully realized the fatal nature of his injuries. Tran- 
quil and silent he lay for a time on the bed of death in 
prayerful and solemn self-examination, the result of which 
assured him that had he been instantly killed he was ready 
to go. Said he loved God amid pain and affliction better than 
he had ever done before and that he had no desire to recover 
unless he could preach and be useful to his fellowmen. On 
Sabbath morning he requested that Prof. W. C. Bowman and 
Miss Mollie K., should sing for him and accompany the mu- 
sic on the organ, and during the melody he became exultantly 
happy. On Tuesday he called for singing again, when the 
“Footsteps of Jesus” was sung. Deep and joyous emotions 
stirred in his heart and with face beaming with the light of 
heaven he spoke of the sweet melody which he would soon 
join in the skies. And one by one he let go the objects of 
his heart’s affection; last he came to his wife and daughter, whom 
he bade an affectionate farewell, telling them that if the Lord 
would permit he would be their guardian angel along life’s 
thorny way. On April 11th, twelve days after his fatal hurt, 
the pure spirit of this devoted man of God left its pain-riven 
tenement to join the host above. Brother Martin, as a 
preacher, was considerably above mediocrity, possessing as he 
did, the elements of popular oratory. The Master owned his 
labors and more or less of success crowned his efforts, in every 
field where he labored. His body rests in the grave-yard at 
Bakersville, N. C., where he died. The large weeping throng 
which followed his remains to the grave, was no mean living tes- 
timony to his worth, while his Masonic brethren joined in this 
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last sad service. His name is as ointment poured forth and 
long will the spell of his holy life linger upon our hearts. 

“Servant of God, well done ; 

Praise be thy new employ, 

The battle fought, the victory won. 

Rest in thy Saviour’s joy.”
